He declined to sez 
whether he had any information of value concerning the assassination and stated 
that he only wanted the "field notes" of the investigation made by this Service 
at the time of the assassination. He stated that he felt this might be of velue 
if he was tried on the state perjury case pending against him. He indicated 
that Orleans Parish Attorney Garrison was trying to get him to i entify Defen- 
dant Clay Shaw as a man knoyn as Clay Bertrand, and also identify en undisclosed 
"Latin iype" as a "Mexican" who had been in his (Andrews') office on one occasio= 
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This Information was furnished to Assistant Director Kelley who advised that 
Inspector Rice was presently out of the Washington area and would not be back on 
March 31. Mr, Kelley also advised that the assassination investigation would be 
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available in the National Archives and Hr. Andrews eure: obtain the necessary 
information from that source. .
